FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF OFFICIAL COMMUNIQUE ISSUED AT CONCLUSION OF 
PRIME MINISTER BURNHAM'S APRIL 7 TO 1 1 VISIT TO CUBA. COMMENTS 
FOLLOW SEPTEL: 

QUOTE AT THE INVITATION OF THE REVOLUTIONARY GOVT OF CUBA. COMRADE 
LINDEN FORBES SAMPSON BURNHAM, PRIME MINISTER OF THE COOPERATIVE 
REPUBLIC OF GUYANA AND MRS. BURNHAM VISITED CUBA FROM APRIL 7 TO 
11, 1975. 

"THE PRIME MINISTER WAS ACCOMPANIED BY AN IMPORTANT DELEGATION 
COMPOSED OF LEADERS OF THE GOVT. 

"DURING THEIR STAY IN CUBA, PRIME MINISTER AND MRS. BURNHAM AND 
THE DELEGATION VISITED THE PROVINCES OF HAVANA, LAS VILLAS AND 
MATANZAS WHERE THEY SAW MANY PLACES OF HISTORICAL ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL INTEREST. 

"DURING THEIR VISIT. THE GUYANESE GUESTS RECEIVED A CORDIAL WELCOME 
FROM THE CUBAN PEOPLE AND LEADERS, IN A MANIFEST DEMONSTRATION OF 
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MINISTER FIDEL CASTRO, PRESIDENT OSVALDOS DORTICOS, FIRST VICE 
PRIME MINISTER AND DIVISION COMMANDER RAUL CASTRO AND OTHER 
LEADERS OF THE REVOLUTIONARY GOVT ACCOMPANIED PRIME MINISTER BURNHAM 
AND THE GUYANESE DELEGATION DURING THEIR STAY. 

"PRIME MINISTERS FORBES BURNHAM AND FIDEL CASTRO HELD INTENSIVE 
AND FAR REACHING CONVERSATIONS. THEY EXAMINED THE PRESENT INTER- 
NATIONAL SITUATION, THE EVOLUTION OF THE LIBERATION STRUGGLE 
THROUGH-OUT THE WORLD IN GENERAL, AND IN LATIN AMERICA AND THE 
CARIBBEAN IN PARTICULAR, AS WELL AS INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL RELATIONS, EMPHASIZING IN PARTICULAR THE CONTINUOUS STRUGGLE 
FOR ECONOMIC INDEPENDENCE. THE TWO PRIME MINISTERS EXCHANGED

"THE REMARKABLE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE CUBAN PEOPLE AND THE PROGRESS

TION, HEALTH AMONG OTHERS, UNDER THE DYNAMIC LEADERSHIP OF THE

OF FORCES IN FAVOUR OF THE CAUSE OF THE PEOPLES AND NATIONAL AND 
SOCIAL LIBERATION. 

"THEY STRESS THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE STRUGGLE, THE UNITY AND SOLI- 
DARITY OF THE PROGRESSIVE COUTRIES, THE NATIONAL LIBERATION (CONT...) 
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MOVEMENTS, TH NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENTS, THE SOCIALIST COUNTRIES AND 
ALL OTHER FORCES FAVOURING PROGRESS, WORLD PEACE AND FREEDOM; 

THESE CONCERTED EFFORTS ARE NECESSARY IN THE STILL LONG AND DIFFI- 
CULTSTRUGGLE FOR THE FINAL ERADICATION OF AGGRESSION, EXPLOITATION 
AND INJUSTICES STILL PRESENT IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 

"BOTH PARTIES AND REAFFIRM THAT THE MOVEMENT OF NON-ALIGNED COUN- 
TRIES, WITH ITS ACTIVE POLICY FOR THE MAINTENANCE AND STRENGTH- 
ENING OF NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE ANDINTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 
IS MAKING A POSITIVE CONTRIBUTION TO THE ACTION OF PROGRESSIVE 
FORCES IN THE BATTLE AGAINST IMPERIALISM, COLONIALISM. NEO- 
COLONIALISM, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND UNDERDEVELOPMENT. 

"BOTH DELEGATIONS CONSIDER THAT, AFTER THE SUCCESS ACHIEVED BY THE 
FOURTH SUMMIT CONFERENCE OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES HELD IN 
ALGIERS, AND THE RECENT MINISTERIAL MEETING OF THE COORDINATING 
BUREAU OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES THAT TOOK PLACE IN HAVANA, 

NEW ADVANCES HAVE BEEN MADE IN THE UNITY OF ACTION OF THE MEMBER- 
COUNTRIES, BASED ONPRINCIPLES OF NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY, INDEPENDENCE, 
AND ANTI-IMPERIALISM AND THE DETERMINATION TO GUARANTEE THEIR 
RIGHTS OVER THEIR NATIONAL WEALTH. 
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"THE GUYANESE AND CUBAN PELF, G A TONS REITERATE THEIR SUPPORT FOR 
THE FINAL DECLARATION OF THE THIRD MINISTERIAL MEETING OF THE 
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COORDINATING BUREAU OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES, AND THEY INSIST 
IN ALERTING ALL MEMBER COUNTRIES OF ALL MANOEUVRES DESIGNED 
TO DIVIDE THEM OR UNDERMINE THEIR PROGRAMME FOR STRUGGLE; AT THE 
SAME TIME THEY EXPRESSED THEIR CONDEMNATION OF THE THREATS OF 
NEW AGGRESSIONS BEING MADE AGAINST MEMBER STATES OF OPEC AND OTHER 
COUNTRIES THAT CLAIMED THEIR NATIONAL RIGHTS. 

"AFTER HAVING EXAMINED THE SITUATION IN LATIN AMERICA AND THE CARI- 
BBEAN. BOTH PARTIES AGREED THAT THERE ARE PROCESSES DEVELOPING 
ON THIS CONTINENT CAPABLE OF CONTRIBUTING SIGNIFICANTLY TO THE ANTI- 
IMPERIALIST AND ANTI-OLIGARCHIC CHANGES FOR WHICH OUR PEOPLES ARE 
STRUGGLING. 

"AFTER HAVING STUDIED THE PRESENT SITUATION IN THE CARIBBEAN BOTH 
DELEGATIONS REAFFIRM THEIR TOTAL OPPOSITION TO THE POLICIES 
OF IMPERIALISM OF MAINTAINING ITS ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL DOMINATIONS 
OVER THE CARIBBEAN PEOPLES IN PURSUIT OF ITS OWN INTERESTS. 

THEY GREET AND SUPPORT THE ANTI-IMPERIALIST, ANTI-OLIGARCHIC AND 
ANTI-COLONIAL STRUGGLE THAT CHALLENGES WITH GROWING 
FORCE THE ECONOMIC DOMINATION OF THE TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS 
AND IMPERIALISM S POLITICAL INTERFERENCE ON THE CONTINENT. 

BOTH DELEGATIONS VIGOROUSLY SUPPORT THE EFFORTS OF LATIN AMERICAN 
COUNTRIES TO INTENSIFY THEIR COOPERATION IN THE ECONOMIC FIELD 
AND IN THIS REGARD WELCOME INPRINCIPLE THE ASPIRATIONS FOR A 
LATIN AMERICAN ECONOMIC SYSTEM LEADING TO THE CREATION OF AN 
EXCLUSIVELY LATIN AMERICAN MULTILATERAL INSTITUTION. 

THEY EXPRESSED THEIR ABHORRENCE FOR THE OVERTHROW OF THE GOVT 
OF PRESIDENT ALLENDE AND HIS BRUTAL ASSASSINATION AND WELCOME 
THE MASSIVE SUPPORT OF THE WORLD PUBLIC OPINION AGAINST THE GROSS 
INFRINGEMENT OF HUMAN, POLITICAL AND SOCIAL RIGHTS OF PATRIOTS IN 
CHILE. 

THE CUBAN DELEGATION EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE INTEGRATION 
MOVEMENT OF THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING CARIBBEAN COUNTRIES AND THEIR 
STRUGGLE TO ATTAIN AND CONSOLIDATE THEIR POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
INDEPENDENCE, AND ITS SOLIDARITY WITH THE MEASURES THESE GOVTS 
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MAY TAKE TO RECOVER THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES. 

THEY ALSO REITERATE THEIR SUPPORT FOR HOLDING A MEETING OF 
HEADS-OF-STATE OF THE COUNTRIES OF THE CARIBBEAN BASIN. 

BOTH DELEG AIONS RESOLUTELY SUPPORT THE STRUGGLE OF THE PEOPLES OF 
THE CARIBBEAN TO LIQUIDATE THE LAST VESTIGES OF COLONIALISM 
IN THE CONTINENT AND THUS PUT AN END TO METROPOLITAN PRESENCE IN 
THE AREA. THEY REITERATE THEIR SOLIDARITY WITH THE STRUGGLE FOR 
THE SOVEREIGNTY OF THE PEOPLES OF THE AREA STILL UNDER COLONIAL 
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DOMINATION. 

BOTH DELEGATIONS SALUTE THE FORTHCOMING INDEPENDENCE OF SURINAM 
ANDEXPRESS THEIR SOLIDARITY WITH AND SUPPORT OF IT. 

THEY REITEREATE THEIR SUPPORT TO THE ASSOCIATION OF BAUXITE- 
PRODUCING COUNTRIES WHILE EXPRESSING THEIR WILLINGNESS TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE ASSOCIATION OF SUGAR PRODUCING AND 
EXPORTING COUNTRIES AND THE ASSOCIATION OF RUM-PRODUCING COUN- 
TRIES. 

THE ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL IMPORTANCE OF ALL THESE PRODUCTS FOR 
THE AREA MAKES NECESSARY THE ELABORATION OF A COMMON POLICY THAT 
GUARANTEES BETTER TERMS OF EXCHANGE, AS HAS ALREADY BEEN INITIATED 
BY THE BANANA-PRODUCING COUNTRIES IN OUR CONTINENT. 

(CONT...) 
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THEY REITERATED THEIR SUPPORT FOR THE PEOPLE AND THE REVOLUTIONARY 
GOVT OF THE ARMED FORCES OF PERU FOR THEIR POLICY OF THE DEFENCE 
AND THE RECUPERATIONOF THEIR NATIONAL WEALTH AND THE FULL EXERCISE 
OF THEIR SOVEREIGN RIGHTS. 
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THEY EXPRESSED THEIR SUPPORT FOR THE MEASURES NATIONALISING 
OIL AND IRON, TAKEN BY THE GOVT OF VENEZUELA, AND THEY ALSO MANIFEST 
THEIR SATISFACTION WITH ITS POLICY OF OFFERIN GPART OF THE BENEFITS 
DERIVED FROM THE HIGH PRICES OF OIL AS LOANS TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF OTHER COUNTRIES ON THE CONTINENT. 

THEYREITERATED THEIR FULL SUPPORT FOR THE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE AND 
GOVT OF PANAMA TO EXERCISE THEIR LEGITIMATE SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE 
WHOLE NATIONAL TERRITORY AND TO PROTECT THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES. 

THEY ENERGETICALLY CONDEMN THE DISCRIMINATORY ASPECTS OF THE US 
TRADE ACT CONSIDERING THEM AN AGGRESSION AGAINST THE LEGITIMATE 
RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLES OF LATIN AMERICAN AND THE CARIBBEAN AS WELL 
AS OF THE REST OF THE UNDERDEVELOPED WORLD. 

AFTER EXAMINING DEVELOPMENTS IN SOUTHEAST ASIA, PARTICULARLY IN 
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INDOCHINA, BOTH PARTIES, WHILE PAYING HOMAGE TO THEIR HEROIC 
PEOPLES, SEND WARM GREETINGS TO THE WHOLE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE, 

TO THE GOVT OF THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF VIETNAM, AND TO THE 
PEOPLE S REV OLUTIION ARY GOVT OF SOUTH VIETNAM FOR THEIR GREAT 
CONTRIBUTION TO THE CAUSE OF THE PEOPLES STRUGGLING FOR THEIR 
NATIONA LIBERATION. 

AT THE SAME TIME THEY ENERGETICALLY CALL FOR THE SCRUPULOUS 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PARIS AGREEMENTS BY THE U.S. GOVT AND THE 
SAIGON ADMINISTRATION AND DEMAND THAT BOTH FULLY AND STRICLTY 
RESPECT THEM. THEY FULLY BACK THE PROPOSALS CONTAINED IN THE SIX 
POINT DECLARATION OF THE PRG OF SOUTH VIETNAM, AS A REASONABLE 
BASIS FOR THE ACHIEVEMENT OF PEACE AND NATIONAL CONCORD IN VIETNAM. 

GUYANA AND CUBA SALUTE THE GREAT AND THE DECISIVE VICTORIES OF THE 
C AMB ODIANPEOPLE LED BY THE ROYAL GOVT TF NATIONAL UNION OF CAMBODIA 
OVER THE REGIME NOW UNDER SIEGE IN PHNOM PENH AND CONDEMN THE 
REACTIONARY POLICY OF UNITED STATES AGGRESSION AGAINST THE PEOPLE OF 
CAMBODIA. BOTH PARTIES WARMLY GREET THE PEOPLE OF LAOS, WHO 
ACHIEVED A GREAT VICTORY WITH THE SIGNING OF THE AGREEMENT FOR 
THE RESTORATION OF PEACE AND NATIONAL CONCORD AND THE CONSTITUTION 
OF A PROVISIONAL GOVT OF NATIONAL COALITION. 

THEY SUPPORT THE PEOPLE OF KOREA IN THEIR JUST STRUGGLE FOR 
PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION WITHOUT FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. 

BOTH DELEGATIONS EXPRESS THEIR SATISFACTION, AS WELL AS THAT OF 
THEIR PEOPLES, OVER THE INDEPEDENCE OF GUINEA-BISSAU AS A SOVEREIGN 
STATE IN SEPTEMBER 1973 AND WELCOMED THE INCORPORATION OF GUINEAU 
BISSAU TO THE GROUP OF FREE ANDPROGRESSIVE COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD. 

BOTH PARTIES EXPRESS THEIR FULL SUPPORT FOR AND SOLIDARITY WITH THE

BOTH DELEGATIONS DENOUNCED THE MANOEUVRES OF REACTIONARY AND 

RACIST ELEMENTS IN ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE WHO, ENCOURAGED AND 
AIDED BY THE RACIST REGIMESOF SOUTH AFRICAAND RHODESIA, TRY 
TO FRUSTRATE THE LEGITIMATE ASPIRATIONS FOR INDEPENDENCE OF THE 
PEOPLES OF THESE TERRITORIES. 

BOTH DELEGATIONS EXPRESS THEIR IDENTIFICATION WITH THE EFFORTS 
OF THE PORTUGUESE PEOPLE TO ELIMINATE THE EFFECTS OF THE MANY YEARS 
OF FACIST DICTATORSHIP AND TO JOIN HUMANITY'S FREEDOM MARCH. 

THEY GREET THE ACTIONS LEADING TOWARD THE RECONSTRUCTION OF A 
PROGRESSIVE AND DEMOCRATIC PORTUGAL AND THE STEPS AKEN TOWARD 
THE DECOLONISATION OF ITS AFRICAN TERRITORIES. 

THEYEXPRESSED THEIR MILITANT SUPPORT FOR THE AFRICAN PEOPLES OF 
NAMIBIA, ZIMBABWE AND SOUTH AFRICA IN THEIR STRUGGLE TO RECOVER 
NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE. 

AFTER CONSIDERING THE SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST, BOTH PARTIES 
REITERATED THEIR FIRM SUPPORT FOR THE JUST STRUGGLE OF THE PEOPLES 
OF THE ARAB COUNTRIES AND, IN PARTICULAR, OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. 
THEY FIRMLY CALL FOR THE ABANDONMENT OF THE ISRAELI POLICY OF 
INTERVENTION AND AGGRESSION AND THE UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL OF 
ISRAEL FROM ALL OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

THEY ALSO EXPRESS THEIR FULL SOLIDARITY WITH THE PALESTINIAN 

PEOPLE AND FIRMLY SUPPORT THEIR STRUGGLE TO 

(CONT...) 
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RECOVER THEIR NATIONAL RIGHTS UNDER THE LEADERSHIP OF THE PALESTINE 
LIBERATION ORGANISATION, THEIR SOLE AND AUTHENTIC REPRESENTATIVE. 

BOTH DELEGATIONS CONDEMN THE REPEATED AGGRESSIONS AND PROVOCATIONS 
THAT THE ZIONIST FORCES OF ISRAEL HAVE PERPETRATED AGAINST THE 
ARAB COUNTRIES AND EXPRESS THEIR PARTICULAR INDIGNATION OVER THE 
CRIMINAL ATTACKS AGAINST DEFENCELESS PALESTINIAN REFUGEE CAMPS AND 
LEBANESE VILLAGES. 

AFTER ANALYSIZING THE SITUATION IN CYPRUS, BOTH DELEGATIONS 
STRESSED THE URGENCY FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN FORCES 
AND APPEALED TO ALL COUNTRIES TO RESPECT THE SOVEREIGNTY, 
INDEPENDENCE, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND NON-ALIGNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS, AND CALLED FOR THE GUARANTEE OF A HARMONIOUS 
COEXISTENCE BETWEEN THE TWO CYPRIOT COMMUNITIES WITHIN ONE SINGLE 
NON-ALIGNED STATE. 

GUYANA AND CUBA EXPRESS THEIR REJECTION OF IMPERIALIST, NEO- 
COLONIALIST AND RACIST CULTURAL PENETRATION, WHICH DEFORMS 
THE AUTHENTIC VALUE OF THE PEOPLES, AND PROCLAIMED THEIR DETERMINA- 
TION TO FIGHT FOR THE PRESERVATION AND DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR NA- 
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TIONAL CULTURES. 

BOTH DELEGATIONS RESOLUTELY SUPPORT THE STRUGGLE OF THE PEOPLES OF 
ASIAN AFRICA AND LATIN AMERICA AGAINST IMPERIALISM, COLON- 
IALISM AND NEO-COLONIALISM TO SAFEGUARD THEIR 

SOVEREIGNTY AND INDEPENDENCE. AND TO RECOVER THEIR NATIONAL WEALTH. 
TOGETHER WITH ESSENTIAL STRUCTURAL CHANGES. THIS CONSTITUTES THE 
ESSENTIAL MEANS OF ACHIEVING TRUE NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE AHD SOCIAL 
PROGRESS. 

BOTH PARTIES EXPRESS THEIR SATISFACTION WITH THE RESULTS OF 
THE VISIT MADE TO THE REPUBLIC OF CUBA BY PRIME MINISTER FORBES 
BURNHAM AND THE IMPORTANT DELEGATION THAT ACCOMPANIED HIM. 

THIS OFFICIAL VISIT ALSO CONFIRMS THE FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN TWO 
CARIBBEAN COUNTRIES- CUBA AND GUYANA- AND MARKS A NEW STAGE 
OF GREAT SIGNIFICANCE IN THE FRATERNAL RELATIONS THAT UNITE OUR 
PEOPLES. 

IN THIS CONTEXT, BOTH PARTIES HAVE CONSIDERED WAYS AND MEANS 
OF STRENGTHENING THEIR BILATERAL RELATIONS. THEY ADOPTED SPECIFIC 
MEASURES TO DEVELOP CO-OPERATION BETWEEN THE REPUBLIC OF CUBA AND 
THE CO-OPERATIVE REPUBLIC OF GUYANA. 

PRIME MINISTER FORBES BURNHA EXPRESSED HIS GRATITUDE FOR THE 
FRINDLY WELCOME WHICHHE AND HIS DELEGATION RECEIVED FROM PRIME 
MINISTER FIDEL CASTRO AND THE OTHER LEADERS OF THE CUBAN GOVT 
DURING THEIR STAY IN CUBA. 

PRIME MINISTER FORBES BURNHAM EXTENDED ANINVITATION TO THE PRIME 

MINISTER OF CUBA, FIDEL CASTRO. TO MAKE ANOFFICIAL 

VISIT TO THE CO-OPERATIVE REPUBLIC OF GUYANA. THE INVITATION WAS 

ACCEPTED. THE TWO PRIME MINISTERS AGREED THAT THE VISIT WOULD
